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Air Mail Service From Fort McMurray, Alberta to Ft. Chipewyan, Ft. Fitzgerald, Alberta, and Ft. Smith, 


Ft. Resolution, Hay River, Ft. Providence and Ft. 
January, 1929

HE following news- It was entirely up to the postmas- 
paper announcement’ ters, who received no instruction 
appeared on January’ regarding the matter, but it was 
11th: thought likely that they would be 
“Over fifteen hun- obliging enough to do the back- 


dred pounds of mail 
now at Fort McMurray will be 
transferred to the far north when 
the aeroplane service opens next 
Wednesday (January 16th) morn- 
ing. 

“The accumulated mail now at 
Ft. McMurray is made up as fol- 
lows: For Ft. Resolution 733 
pounds, Fort Simpson 517 pounds, 
Hay River 194 pounds, Ft. Provi- 
dence 107% pounds. Under the 
winter dog train service the max- 
imum load on a trip is 250 pounds, 
while the courier is not required 
to carry parcels and newspapers. 
This mail is largely for north of 
Ft. Smith, as points south of that 
centre are served by a fortnightly 
dog train carrying mail. 


“Postal officials expect that 
there will be a number of first 
flight letters mailed for this ini- 
tial mail carrying trip into the 
far north. Collectors have been al- 
ready making inquiries and it is 
reported that covers are being 
purchased in local stores.” 

Inquirers at the local post office 
were told that no cachets would 
be used on this mail and no mail 
would be backstamped, unless the 
consignee specially requested the 
northern postmasters to do this. 


stamping if so requested. 

Quoting further from the same 
announcement :— 

“Referring to letters that may 
be posted within the next few days 
to go north by aeroplane, officials 
at the post office point out that 
these must bear postage at the 
rate of five cents for the first 
ounce and 10 cents for each addi- 
tional ounce or fraction thereof.” 

The large amount of mail men- 
tioned in one of the previous para- 
graphs was not prepaid at air 
mail rates and was delivered by 
plane only because there was no 
other way of getting it to its des- 
tination within a reasonable time. 

On Jan. 15th the following ap- 
peared in the paper 

“C. H. ‘Punch’ Dickins will leave 
Edmonton at 8:30 Wednesday 
(16th) morning on the first air 
mail trip to the northern country, 
in the big Super-Universal Fok- 
ker of the Western Canada Air- 
ways, Ltd. Mail totalling 900 
pounds will be picked up at Water- 
ways (McMurray) and Smith for 
distribution in the scattered points 
beyond steel. (North terminus of 
railway is at McMurray) 

“An office will be established at 
Waterways (Post office name is 


Simpson, North West Territory 


Fort McMurray) from where mail 
will be carried to Chippewyan, 
Fort Fitzgerald, Fort Smith, Fort 
Resolution, Hay River, Fort Provi- 
dence and Fort Simpson. These 
places can be found on the Na- 
tional Geographic Society’s map of 
North America, issued in 1924, 

The newspaper continues: Sched- 
uled to leave today (Jan. 15), the 
officials of the company decided 
that in view of the weather con- 
ditions and poor visibility, that the 
flight had better be delayed for 
24 hours or until the atmosphere 
cleared sufficiently to afford the 
pilot a fair chance of observation. 

“In connection with the service 
it was stated that the plane would 
leave Waterways for Fort Simp- 
son every Friday, and on Monday 
and Wednesday for Fort Resolu- 
tion. 

“The plane is loaded to capac- 
ity —1000 lbs. —on its first trip. 

“Two days will be required for 
the trip north to Simpson, because 
of the stops en route, but the 
plane will fly back to its base at 
MeMurray, in one day, making no 
stops unless of necessity. 

Item of 16th: “Punch” Dickins 
was again forced to call off his 
flight to the north, the snowstorms 
of this morning preventing his 
taking off. 

On Jan. 18th: “The W. C. A. 
monoplane took off into the teeth 
of a howling north wind at 10:45 
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a. m. on Friday (18th) morning 
on its first flight in the regular 
air mail service into the north land. 

On Jan. 19th: Water in the 
carburetor caused through freez- 
ing was definitely stated to be the 
cause of the forced landing of the 
plane on its initial trip. This has 
now been rectified and the machine 
brought back to Edmonton, Ar- 
rangements have been completed 
to continue the flight at 8:30 Sun- 
day (Jan. 20th) morning. After 
another forced landing at Lac La- 
Biche and a further delay the 
plane reached McMurray. 


Actual Start of Mail 
On Jan. 23rd: “The mail

hopped off from McMurray on 
Wednesday 23rd) morning for 
Fort Smith, a distance of 250 
miles. The plane almost crashed 
landing on the rough ice on the 
river at Fort Smith and on the 
24th the following item appeared: 

“Owing to the fact that it is not 
possible to take on a load at Ft. 
Smith on aceount of the condi- 
tion of the ice, the machine is be- 


ing ferried to Ft. Fitzgerald, at 
which point it will take on a full 
load of freight and mails for Ft. 
Simpson. 

On the 25th: 
from Ft. Smith 
plane is still down at that town 
awaiting a let-up in the severe 
weather before continuing to Fort

On the 26th: “The plane left 
Ft. Smith for Ft. Fitzgerald on 
Thursday (24th) to load up with 
extra mail and took off for Fort 
Simpson at 10 o’clock Friday 
morning, (25th). The _ plane 


reached Fort Simpson on the 25th, 


completing its outward journey. 
Return Trip 
News item of Jan. 28th: “The 


mail plane left Ft. Simpson on the 


return journey to Waterways on 
Sunday morning (Jan. 27th) at 
11:45, but up to early Monday 


morning no news of its arrival at 
Ft. Smith the first stop on the 
outward flight, had come through. 

On Jan. 31st: “Undercarriage 
smashed in landing at Ft. 


was 
Resolution. Aid for the wrecked 
plane will be on its way west 


from Winnipeg when Pilot W. J. 
Buchanan hops off with repair 
equipment. 

On Feb. 2nd: “Making tempor- 
ary repairs when his plane crash- 
ed into an ice covered bowlder on 
the river at Ft. Resolution, Pilot 
C. H. Dickins arrived at Ft. Fitz- 
gerald on Feb. Ist at 1:15 p. m 

The above portion of the trip 
was made without cargo, the mail 
being left at Resolution. 

On Feb. 5th: “C. H. Dickins 
with his plane repaired, passed Ft. 
Smith flying north, at 12 o’clock 
Tuesday (Feb. 5th), going to Ft. 
Resolution to pick up mail left 
there when his plane was damaged 
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He passed Ft. Smith again at 2:30 
flying south on his way to Water- 
ways. The plane reached McMur- 
ray on the 5th of February, com- 
pleting the return trip. 

Notes on First Day Covers 

It is estimated that less than 
100 covers to or from each of the 
seven points served on this route, 


exist; that is, first trip covers 
with backstamp. No official cach- 
et was used, but I have seen a 


few covers handstamped in green: 
“via, First, Air, Mail, to Nth. Wst. 
Terr.” This wording had been set 
up in one line with moveable rub- 
ber type, and no one seems to 


know where it was applied. The 
Edmonton P. O., which is head- 
quarters for Northern Alberta 


knows nothing of this cachet. I 
have written the postmaster at 
McMurray as he may have applied 
it to a few covers on his own ini- 


tiative. 
So far no covers have been re- 
ceived from Hay River or Ft. 


Chippewyan, the plane not bring- 


ing back mail from these points 
so far. A number of covers sent 


out were spoiled through improper 

stamping, the northern postmas- 

ters doing their best, but not be- 
ing sure of what was required. 

Two peculiar errors also occur- 
red. At Ft. Simpson all in and 
outbound covers were cancelled 
“Jan. 25th, 19”. The postmaster 
then turned the “1” into a “2” 
with pen and ink, making it read 
“Jan. 25, 29”. The postmark or 
backstamp at Fort Providence 
shows no year date and reads 
“JUN 95” instead of “JAN 25”. I 
can’t explain that one. 

A few of these covers have been 
offered for sale in Edmonton, sell- 
ing for a dollar apiece.

LATE NEWS REPORT 


I made an error in regard to 
the northern flights when writing 
you on the 11th inst. I stated 
that all northbound first flights 
covers were cancelled “Ft. MeMur- 
ray, Jan. 23”., some of these how- 
ever are cancelled “Edmonton, 
Jan. 14th’, that it, the day before 
the flight was supposed to start. 

Since writing you covers from 
Ft. Chipewyan have 


turned up. 
Cancelled McMurray 23 or Ed- 
monton 14th as other northbound 
covers, backstamped “Ft. Chipe- 
wyan, Alta., Jan. 23 29” for north 
bound, Southbound are cancelled 


Chipewyan Jan. 25 (plane was ex- 
pected that day) and backstamped 
MeMurray, Feb. 13th. 

No covers to hand yet from Hay 
River. 


THE PROVIDENCE STAMP 


Mr. John T. Robinson of Malden, 
Mass., sends us a very interesting 
clipping from the Boston Globe in 
which an account of the meeting 
of the Boston Philatelic Society is 
given. At this meeting Mr. A. B. 
Slater of Providence gave a talk 
on the early Providence Stamps. 
Mr. Slater stated that the original 
issue of the Providence Stamps 
which were in sheets bearing both 
de and 10c denominations to the 
total value of $1.00 were sold to 
the public at $1.05, the extra 5c 
being for the cost of printing and 
producing the stamps. After the 
United States issued stamps and 
ordered the discontinuance of the 
Local Stamps, Mr. Slater relates 
that more than 6000 of the stamps 
which were in the hands of the 
Postmaster were given to a group 
of children who used them to paste 
on fences and decorate barn doors. 


A. P. S. CONVENTION SHOW 


Local publicity for the National 
Stamp Show to be held in Minne- 
apolis during the week of August 
12th, was started with the March 
meeting of the Twin City Society 
being featured as Minneapolis 
Juvenile Stamp Night. As a re- 
sult of inviting the school chil- 
dren of Minneapolis to a specially 
arranged junior exhibit and talk, 
over 300 junior collectors, parents 
and teachers were in the audience. 
At the next meeting the perform- 
ance will be duplicated in St. Paul. 
Over 90 junior exhibits were on 
display and a local committee 
awarded prizes for the collections 
of merit. 

At this meeting plans were an- 
nounced for a city wide contest to 
be held in the spring, at which 
time the junior collections which 
are deemed worthy of display in 
the National Show in August, will 
be selected. 

Policies and plans for the Stamp 
Show are being formulated with 
an interesting sounding foresight. 
The main topic of conversation at 
the first meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Show was as fol- 
lows: “What can be done in form- 
ulating the first National Show 
under A. P. S. guidance so as to 
make possible, and to make easier, 
yearly shows?” 

Prospectuses of the New York 
Exhibition of 1926 and the Cleve- 
land exhibit of 1928 were carefully 
studied, together with schemes of 
judging, and presenting exhibit as 
used by the annual Horse and Dog 
Shows. In arranging classes for 
the show as well as in the method 
of judging, the Directors hope to 
devise methods which can be used 
in future years by other cities. 


POSTAL HISTORY 


Postmaster General Harry S. 
New, as one of the last things he 
did before retiring from office to 
make way for the new Postmaster 
General, Walter Brown, issued an 
order No. 8611, to postmasters 
throughout the United States call- 
ing on them to preserve and gath- 
er and keep a record of Historical 
postal data. It is proposed to 
gather this at Washington with a 
view to compiling and preserving a 
historical record of the Postal 
Service of the United States. 

This order is commendable and 
one that will be appreciated by 
stamp collectors and students of 
our postal service. No doubt the 
department will welcome the assis- 
tance of these students of our 
postal service and we would believe 
that it should be a desirable thing 
that collectors who have assembled 
valuable data on the early postal 
service of the United States, 
should offer their information to 
the Department. 
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PART SEVEN 


Heroes and villains are numer- 
ous in the Middle Ages. Intimate 
history is crowded with their ex- 
ploits and adventures. The post- 
age stamp, those little colorful 
bits of paper, present us with por- 
traits of a few of the greater per- 
sonages who walked across the 
stage of history. 

In 1928 the British Isle of Cyp- 
rus issued a Jubilee series of post- 
age stamps, and upon one of them 
we find that mighty king of Eng- 
land, Richard the Lion Hearted. 
King Richard was one of the 
greatest of the crusader-kings, de- 
serving commemoration by a 
stamp. 

A stamp of far-away Indo 
China, which belongs to France, 
shows us a portrait of the tragic 
Joan of Arc, she who was instru- 
mental in war in defeating the 
English and in pushing them out 
of all France with the exception 
of the town of Calais. The Indo 
China stamp shows Joan in her 
suit of armor. 

War was a principle occupation 
of those times. War was almost 
continual, while on the other hand, 
Christendom and Islam built 
churches and attempted to spread 


their religions sometimes’ thru 
war, sometimes thru the church- 
men’s amicable pleas. And so, 
while war raged on every side, 


and great leaders like Richard and 
Joan came forward, churches and 
mosques also rose up. The Shia 
Mosque, at Kadhimain, in Meso- 
potamia, is shown on a stamp of 
that country which is also called 
the Iraq. Turrets and minerets, 
domes, and such features distin- 
guished the Islam holy places from 
those of the Christian. In these 
days, Europe became dotted with 


not only Christian churches but 
also with monasteries. Stamps 


show us some of these monaster- 
ies. From Bulgaria we find a 1911 
postage with the Rilo monastery. 
From Portugal, 1926, we have a 5c 
issue, a further type of monastery. 

The Middle Ages came to an 
end between the Renaisance and 
the voyages of Columbus. In this 
last epoch of medievalism, minds 
awakened. Queen Isabella and 
King Ferdinand had united the 
Spanish countries, and, at the bat- 
tle of Granada turned the Moslems 
from Spain forever as a political 


had gained nation- 
ality; Italy and Germany however 
still remained divided. But men 
were growing restless; they de- 
sired to seek new wealth, new 
lands, new trails, and new adven- 
tures. And so they set forth, 
primarily as sailors. Prince Henry 
the Navigator of Portugal, began 
to dream and plan of African con- 
quests. In 1894 Portugal issued 
a series of postage stamps com- 
memorating this princely sailor- 
man, whose exploits took place in 
the 14th century. The 5 reis is- 
sue shows Prince Henry in his 
ship, and at the bottom the motto 
of his family, ‘Talent de _ bein 
faire’. The 25 reis value shows 
the Prince directing evolutions of 
his fleet. It is an interesting 
series which shows us Prince 
Henry the pioneer. 

Following his studies, Vasco da 
Gama took ships and determined 
to sail about and explore the coast 
of Africa, then unknown all but 
in the north. Spain issued in 1804 
a omg ae set of postage 
for Henry the Navigator; and in 
1898 came the Vasco da Gama 
commemoratives. Vasco is seen on 
the 150 reis issue, and the rest 
of the set tells almost the whole 
story. The archangel Gabriel was 
adopted as patron of the explora- 
tion voyages; Gabriel may be ob- 
served on the 75 reis value. The 
flagship of Gama’s was named the 
San Gabriel, which is shown on 
the 100 reis. The cogentare of the 
fleet is shown on the 2% reis is- 
sue, while the 5Br. Mid us the 
arrival at Calicut, and the 10r 
the embarkation at Rostello. Ap- 
propriately the 25 reis value gives 
us the ‘muse of history’, the alleg- 
orical figure with wings and book.

therefore very clearly suggested 
on postage stamps. A Portugal 2 
Correios value of 1927 shows us 


a crusader fighting (Goncalo Men- 
des da Maia); a 2 centavos of 1926 
illustrates for us the ‘first king’ of 
Portugal, reigning in 1140, and 
clothed in knightly armor with 
spear; the battle of Aljubarrota 
in 1385 is depicted on the 20c value 
of 1926 and an old castle of these 
times appears on a 15c¢ value of 
1927, a bleak, massive stronghold. 
And Vasco da Gama is shown be- 
ing received by the Sultan Samorin 
on a 5¢ value of 1898.

TOO MUCH A letter from one 
U. S. of our subscribers 

speaks of his visits 
to a stamp club meeting in a 
neighboring city and in his re- 
marks he states that he enjoys 
going to the city for the club 


meetings but wishes that the mem- 
bers there would display some in- 
terest in something other than 
United States Stamps. This is a 
situation which often creeps into 
any stamp club. I distinetly re- 
member that I once held the same 
views regarding a prominent club 
in one of the leading cities of this 
state. There was a time when 
little attention would be given to 
anything other than U. S. stamps. 
I believe that this situation has 
passed to a certain extent and I 
feel that it will be for the best 
interests of the club. 

Collecting U. S. is a commend- 
able ambition but it has its draw 
backs. For a modest amount of 
money one can gather a collection 
of several hundred U. S. stamps. 
After that they begin to run into 
figures that are prohibitive for 
anyone except a man who has 
plenty of cash to spend on stamps. 
When this situation arises the col- 
lector who has been gathering U. 
S. finds that he has only a small 
collection, one that will attract no 
attention when shown along side 
some of the really remarkable col- 
lections of U. S. stamps. The next 
step is then to start on varieties, 
blocks, covers and all the side 
lines that go to make up a com- 
plete and large collection of U. S. 
but this too soon runs into big

money and still the collector of 
modest means finds that when 


shown alongside 
collections, that 


his collection is 
of the really big 
he has nothing that will attract 
attention. His lack of ability to 
acquire rare and high priced pieces 


leaves him with the thought that 
he has gone as far as he can af- 
ford to go in U. S. and he awakes 
to the fact that after all he has 
nothing that is worthy of note. 
Had this same collector, spent 
an equal amount of money in any 


one of a hundred different foreign 
countries he could have amassed 
a collection that would stand out 
in an exhibition as a prize win- 
ner and a collection that would 
have given him as much or more 
personal pride than had the U. S. 
collection which he had gathered. 
What we need most in our local 
societies is a definite program for 
each meeting that will embrace the 
entire field of stamp collecting and 
a liberal view on the part of the 
membership that will give the 
same consideration and attention 
to the views of the other mem- 
bers as is expected for your own 
personal interest in stamps.

Colonel Lindbergh hopped _ off 
from Valbuena field, Mexico City, 
at 7:55 Saturday morning, March 


9, for Brownsville, Texas, on the 
first trip of the regular air mail 
service between Mexico City and 


the United States. Besides carry- 
ing nine passengers there were 12 
sacks of mail. The first stop was 
at Tampico, the plane left Tampico 
at 12:05 for Brownsville. As an 
escort, Alfred Kenlof of the Mexi- 
ean Aviation Co., followed Lind- 
bergh through on the flight in an- 
other plane. 

Lindbergh arrived at Browns- 
ville, Texas. at 1:34 p. m., where 
a crowd of about 20,000 people had 
assembled from all parts of the 
country to greet him on his arrival. 

Lindbergh left Brownsville, Tex- 
as, on the return trip to Mexico 
City about 11 a. m., Sunday. 
Twelve passengers were carried on 
the down trip. 

The Mexican end of this air mail 
route is planned to run from Mex- 
ico City to Tuxpan, Ver., Tampico, 
Tamps., and Matamoras, Tamps., 
thence to Brownsville, where it 
will connect with American lines. 
Due to the present trouble in Mex- 
ico the route was flown as above 
mentioned. 

The editor is in receipt of ad- 
vices from Mr. Roberto Garcia 
Larranaga, from which some of the 
information above printed, is taken, 
Mr. Larranga also advises that a 
cover was addressed to the editor 
which we hope to describe in the 
next issue of this paper. 


Air Mail to Chile 


Last week we published the news 
of the proposed air mail route to 
Santiago, Chile, which will be an 
extension of the late Miami to 
Cristobal, Canal Zone route, opened 
on February 4th, by the flight of 
Colonel Lindbergh. 

The contract for this new route 
has been given to Pan-American 
Airways, which company holds the 
contract on the route to Cristobal. 
Altho this a was not the 
lowest bidder, Postmaster General 
New states that he feels justified 
in awarding them the contract be- 
cause he can depend on their per- 
formance, whereas the lowest bid- 
ding company was an as yet unor- 
ganized company, the organization 
of which was dependent on secur-

ing this contract. 


which submitted the low bid had 
attempted contract air mail serv- 
ice before, in Cuba, and had made 
a failure of the Proposition, Post- 
master New felt that it would be 
unwise to award the bid to the 
company which this man repre- 
sented. 

Date of first flight on this route 
has not yet been decided upon and 
rates of postage are not yet an- 
nounced,

New Airport for New York 
Mr. Charles Winchell of New 
York sends us a clipping from 


which we gather the following in- 
teresting news. 

New York Air Terminals, Inc., 
has just been organized for the 
purpose of building a new 1000 
acre airport located in the Hack- 
ensack Meadows adjoining Secau- 
cus, N. J. This will be within 
three miles of the Penna Ry. sta- 
tion in New York. In addition to 
regular facilities an artificial lake 
suitable for landing of seaplanes 
will be a feature of the port. It is 
expected that this port will be 
complete and ready for use next 
year. With the completion of this 
port, it will no doubt become the 
eastern terminus of all air mail 
and passenger routes for New 
York. 

Tentative arrangements have al- 
ready been made with the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad to install pneu- 
matic tubes in their tunnel under 
the Hudson which opens near the 
site of the new airport. By this 
plan mail could be delivered from 
the new airport to the General 
Postoffice within five minutes after 
it is landed at the airport. 


Dawn to Dusk Flight 
to Panama 


Captain Ira C. Eaker, chief pilot 
of the army plane, “Question 
Mark,” which broke the world’s 
sustained flight record, is to hop 
off from Brownsville, Texas, in a 
dawn-to-dusk flight to Panama. 

Captain Eaker carries mail 
from various embassies in Wash- 
ington to countries in Central and 
South America, also mail from the 
United States Postmaster General 
to the postmaster generals of the 
countries in which he will make 
stops.

Postage stamps record the birth 
and death of governments; and 
those Bavarian postage stamps 
which were, in 1919-1920 sur- 
charged “Deutfches Reich” adver- 
tise the final unity of the German 
Republic. 

With the end of the World War, 
the German Empire. collapsed, 
and an insignificant republic es- 
tablished which was faced with in- 
numerable difficulties. Radicals 
threatened to crush the republic, 
the national finance was deterior- 
ating, and everywhere there was 
chaos. 

Under the German Empire states 
like Bavaria and Wurtemburg 
had been accorded, at least locally, 
special privileges; these privileges 
included even the right of Bavaria 
and others to print their own 
postage stamps. Hamburg, Bre- 
men, Bergdorf, and other parts of 
Germany had possessed their own 
stamps for postal use, but these 
ceased in 1870 when the empire 
was born. However, those of Ba- 
varia and a few others continued. 
Thus a_ collection of German 
empire stamps must include those 
from Bavaria, Wurtemburg, etc. 

In 1918-19 the republic was 
born. By 1923 it had successfully 
entrenched itself, and had turned 
attention to the stabilization of 
the national currency. In _ the 
meantime, states like Bavaria had 
at first the desire to set up auto- 
nomous governments. But when 
the republic surmounted each ob- 
stacle which confronted it, the new 
authorities soon convinced the 
areas like Bavaria that a united 
Germany was the only possible 
manner in which to face the world. 
And so Bavaria became an integral 
part of Germany. 

It no longer has its own postage 


stamps. Its stamp-issuing pre- 
rogative ceased with the German 
Republic overprinting Bavarian 


stamps with (translated) 


“German 
Republic”. 


Do you collect airmail stamps? 
They form a very interesting 
branch of philately. All sorts of 
planes may be seen. Monoplanes 
are much in evidence. The 1921 
Series of airmail stamps from 
China show us an airplane flying 
over the Great Wall of China. Es- 
thonia shows on some of its air- 
mail stamps a a.

The famous Graf 
Zeppelin appears on 1928 German 
airmail adhesives. A Hungarian 
stamp shows us a great bird car- 
rying a man blowing a trumpet 
and waving high a letter. A 1924 
Hungarian series shows us a 
winged human as the picture of 
the airmail stamps of that year. 
Though the 1928 airmail stamps 
from Morocco show scenes on the 
ground from various towns, they 
are never the less for mail carried 
by the air routes. Norway’s 1925 
series shows us a Polar Bear look- 


ing up at an airplane! A Swiss 
series (1923) shows us a mono- 


plane and a biplane. The types of 
the ships of the air shown on 
stamps are many and interesting. 


When you find an envelope, do 
not take off the stamp without 
first looking at its cancellation. 
Perhaps the cancellation will be as 
interesting as the stamp itself. If 
it is, then if you desire the stamp 
for your collection, cut it off the 
envelope so that the cancellation 
is with it, and hinge this “square” 
into your collection. 

Letters that come from posses- 


sions of the United States, like 
Hawaii, the Philippines, Guam, 
Virgin Islands, and so on, are 


postmarked from those territories, 
and the postmark and cancella- 
tions are often good to keep. I 
have one which reads ‘“Kealia, 
Hawaii” in a circle, and there are 
many others worthy of your al- 
bum. U. S. Colonial cancellations 
help make the album more _ in- 
teresting and tell a fuller story.

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SPECIALIST OR GENERAL 
COLLECTOR? 


Mr. E. L. Wood of Bradford, Pa., 
writes: “Two months ago I was 
bitten by the Precancel bug and 
seeing that you are willing to help 
precancel collectors I wish you 
would advise me on how to get at 
it. Should I collect everything and 
build up a general collection, or 
would you advise taking up my 
home state only?” 

This is a deep question and 
probably Mr. Wood is not the only 
one who would like to know how 
to get at it. Seven years ago lit- 
tle or nothing was known about 
this wonderful hobby of ours. 
While there were a few hundred 
men who collected precancels, they 
had not the cash value they have 


to-day. It was not until after the 
union of the International Pre- 
cancel Club with the Precancel 


Stamp Society which took place at 
their first annual convention in 
Washington, August 16-17, 1923, 
where the corner stone was laid 
for a bigger and better hobby. Be- 
fore this little or no publicity was 
given to Precancels, but shortly 
thereafter the Harding Memorial 
stamp was issued. They appeared 
precanceled, this changed the 
whole situation and the biggest 
craze started that I have ever 
witnessed on a single stamp. If 
anybody would ask what caused it, 
I would say: “The selling of many 
Black Hardings at $1.00 each and 


more.” Collectors of foreign 
stamps, like myself, who knew 
nothing about  precancels—who 


would probably never spend $1.00 
for a current foreign stamp, got 
all excited. Speculators figured 
that if one man could get $1.00 for 
his town, 2c Harding, so could 
they and the ball started rolling. 
Not satisfied with what they did 
to the black Harding, they wanted 
to do the very thing to the com- 
memorative series that appeared 
in the following years until col- 
lectors became so disgusted that 
they turned away from everything 
that smelled like speculative. 
What followed next? Thousands 
of collectors who were attracted 
into the game by the black Hard- 
ings, jumped at a big, practically 
untouched field, the legitimate 
general issues. Being used to 
specializing, many took up single 
values like 13c, 14c, 1%c brown 
Hardings, %ec Hales, etc., but the 


majority took up their home state 
or a group of states, like the New 
England section or the Pacific 
Coast. This soon caused a short- 
age of the older issue and even 
present small town values, when 
in fact there never were too many 
of either in any dealer’s stock. 

A state specialist after being at 
it for two or three years will soon 
find it tiresome because he will 
not be able to pick up enough of 
those missing varieties to keep 
his interest going. A little better 
off is the collector who picked a 
group of states. But to any col- 
lector starting in the game I 
would say, collect everything that 
comes your way, it will cost you 
less and you will never lose in- 
terest in your hobby. 

The aim of every collector is, to 
get something more or less com- 
plete. Here is my suggestion: 
Select a big city, for instance Chi- 
cago, and go after it until such a 
time that you feel it will pay you 


to select something else. Next 
select New York or Philadelphia 


and do likewise, and you will be 
surprised how big a kick you get 
out of it if you are able to add a 
new variety to that city. In mean- 
time keep all precancels that come 
your way and buy only such as 
you are interested in. You also 
can exchange your duplicates with 
other collectors or if you find this 
too tiresome, send them to your 
dealer for a NET purchase credit. 
But last and not least, if you have 
found a good dealer, give him all 
your trade, he will appreciate it 
and serve you better than the 
come and go collector.

A CACHET FROM 1893 


One would believe that the use 
of the Cachet had began with the 
collection of Air Mail First Flight 
covers but Don C. Minick of the 
Lake Stamp Company of Toledo, 
Ohio, submits an 1893 Columbian 
envelope of the 2c value mailed 
from Rochester, N. Y. to Phila., 
Pa., and bearing in the lower left 
hand corner a double lined circu- 
lar rubber stamp imprint within 
which are the words “Mailed in 
5th Story—U. S.—Mail—Chute— 
Trust Building”. Truly wording 
that would indicate some special 
oceasion such as the introduction 
of Mail Chutes in office buildings 
or experimental work with such 
Chutes. Does any reader know 
anything about this. 

Can some reader in Rochester 
learn the history of this cachet. 
The letter is from the Cutler Mfg. 
Company of Rochester and is can- 
celled September 21, 1893. We 
would suggest that possibly this 
was mailed when office building 
mail chutes were first being in- 
stalled.

CLARK PLATE DEFECT 


Collectors who are interested in 
looking for the minor defects in 
our postage stamps may be in- 
terested in a broken line variety 
in the new Clark stamp. In the 
upper right corner of the stamp 
directly over the date “1929” the 
inner thin frame line is broken or 
poorly transferred so that it does 
not print. This is a variety very 
much like the so called broken 
circle variety on the 5c Walloon. 
It so happens that the stamp on 
which this variety is noted is one 
which has the guide or plate line 
at the right side of the stamp, 
thus placing it as a stamp from 
the right hand side of a left pane.
